S matter of fact, the 
cultural life of Tel Aviv 
wag germinating in Jaffa, 
even while peg & plots 
were being sold on t sand 
which is now Allenby 
end Rothschild Bouleva 
was being planned as some- 
thi a little grander than 
the Champs Elysée.
